BRIDGET WATERS. 


ON TRIAL FOR THE MURDER OF 
HER HUSBAND. 


Standing on the Sidewalk She palbicie 
Lead into the Person of Her Part- 
ner—Testimony in the Case—Par- 
ticulars of the Shooting. 


In Department No. 1 of the Superior 
Court yesterday the trial of Bridget Waters, 
charged with having murdered her husband 
ou the ist of May, was resumed before 
Judge Williams, | 

The defendant took her seat by the side 
of her counsel, and during the day appeared 
to derive considerable amusement from the 
testimony given by several of the witnesses. 

The prosecution called as their first wit- 
ness City Health Officer Reese, who testi- 
fied simply to the fact of the deceased hav- 
ing been brought to the police station after 
the shooting, and of his having found four 
pistol or gunshot wounds upon the body. 

MEDICAL TESTIMONY. 
Dr. IL. E. Cohn, who held the post-mortem 
examination uvon the deceased, described 
the nature of the wounds, and testified to 
having removed the bullets. In his opinion 
death resulted from the gunshot wounds, 

Dr. Darsher, the resident er eg at the 
a Hospital, spoke of having had de- 
ceased under his care for several days, and 
stated that death ensued consequent upon 
a gunshot wound in the spinal column. 
he next witness put ferward was 
ge HARRY NORTON, 

& waiter, who was a witness of the shoot- 
ing. He testifiea as follows: It was be- 
tween 7 and 8 o'clock, on the evening of 
May ist, that I was standing in front of 
Robinson’s restaurant, on Fernando 
street, when suddenly I heard some loud 
talking, and upon looking around I 
Mrs. Waters standing on the south side of 
the walk, and ordering deceased, who 
stood directly opposite, go on. 
I heard a sortofia noise that attracted my 
attention, and then I heard Mrs. Waters 
say “Goon, goon.” She was then stand- 
ing some 25 or 30 feetfrom me. He was 
standing at the time about 15 feet away. 
After she said ““Go on, go on, I don’t want 
you here,’ she walked past me up the 
street. ‘Shortly after [ heard her say, 
“Where isan officer?’ and I saw her put 
her hand in her pocket and draw a pistol. 
It Was a minute or so before she drew the 
pistol after uttering the words regarding an 
officer, Io saw her walk up:toward de- 
ceased and throw oy the pistol. and imme- 
diately after I saw the flash and heard the 
report, but Waters did not fall. 1 then 
turned and went into the restaurant and 
told the girls and Mrs. Robinson that some 
one wee g tting shot. Several other shots 
were fired, but on returning outside I saw 
the man ying down and the officer arrest- 
ing Mrs. Waters. WhenIcame out from 
the restaurant, the man was lying about 15 
feet south of the restaurant. The officer 
was in the actof removing the pistol from 
Mrs, Waters’s hand, and some remark was 
made, but by whom i don’t know. A —— 
of men who were standing there lifted 
wounded man and put him into a hack, 
which drove pony. 

Cross-examined: I have been in Los 
Angeles = March, and before that 1 re- 
sided in Santa Barbara. I went to work at 
Robinsonr’s restaurant on the 8th of Marc 
but had not worked continuously, for [ h 
been to Santa Barbara meanti ae. I 
been working some eight days when the 
shooting took place. 

POLICE OFFICER MARTIN, 
who made the arrest, then testified: About 
8 o’clock on the evening of May ist 1 was 
going up San Fernando street, when my 
attention was attracted by hear ng a pistol 
shot. There was a pause, then two shots 
in succession. 1 saw aman lying on 
the sidewalk, and saw the defendant stand- 
ing on the opposite side of the walk witha 
pistol in her hand. She was standin 
about.five feet away from her husband, an 
fired another shot at him while he lay on 
the ground. Ashe lay, his body extended 
across the sidewalk, I rushed up and 
caught hold of defendant’s hand, upon 
which she remarked: “! will give y ou the 
istol, and go with you myself.” I[ calleda 
ack, and, having put the wounded man in- 
side, sent him to the pease station. Mrs. 
Waters asked to be allowed to go home and 
change her clothes, and I went with her 
while she didso. I then took her to the 
police station. 
Crross-examined: I had beea informed 
that there was likely to be trouble, from the 
actions of Wat and I was on the way to 
arrest him when I heard the shots fired. As 
Waters lay on the sidewalk, I heard him 
say, “Give me a pistol and let me shoot 
her,” or words to that effect. I did not 
notice any one present when I arrived on 
the spot except Waters and his wife. A 
big crowd, however, gathered immediately. 
1 did not examine the sidewalk at the time, 
but did so afterward and found the mark of 
a bullet where it had penetrated the boards. 
WILLIAM CLAYTON, 
jailer at the City Jail, testitied: [ remember 
the day when Peter Waters was _ brought to 
the jail. I searched his person and found a 
purse, a knife and a handkerchief. As he 
was lying on his face I saw a bullet drop 
out of his mouth, which was handed over to 
the doctor. Mrs. Waters was brought to 
the jail very shortly after, and I heard her 
meaieg e matter while 1 was 
erup inthe cell. had no con- 
versation with her, nor did I offer any in- 
ducements to her to speak. AsI went back 
and forth ere ings for the doctor, 
she asked me if Waters was going to die. 
{ told her the doctor said that he couldn’t 
live, apes which she replied that she was 
very giad of it, that he ought to die, and 
she thereupon proceeded to tell me how he 
had fired a pistol at her at San Fernando, 
eventually leaving her there penniless. She 
then stated how Waters had threatened her 
and had been thrown out of the house by 
some butcher who happened to be there. 
She then went to a bureau and took a pistol 
and hid it in her bosom. She said that 
Waters had a pistol on him. 

Cross-examined: She told me that she 
was sitting at supper with some one in her 
house who had come home late, when 
Waters commenced the trouble and was 
thrown out. She was on the way to the 
store when she met Waters and the shvoot- 
ing occurred. She told me that she was in 
dread of her life and that is why she hid 
the —_ in her bosom for seli-protection. 
While on her way to the store she met hef 
husband, with whom she had an alterea- 
tion, and when he caught hold of her she 
shot him in selt-defense, 4 : 

The next witness, 

THOMAS JEFFERSON SMITH, 

is at present enjoying the hospitality of the 
county authorities in the jail. He testified: 
I rode down to the depos with a hack-driver 
on the night of the shooting, and just as I 
got there [ saw the flash of a pistol and 
heard several reports. At that time I was 
close to the Southern Pacific baggage-room. 
I was with Jim Haydn, the hack-driver. I 
remember her saying, “I have shot the —— 
of a ——, and am willing to hang for it; he 
won’t shoot at me any more.” She said 
that just before the police officer arrived. I 
didn't hear her @ any remark until 
after the last shot. 

Cross-examined: I remember hearing 
the first shot being fired, but the others 
were fired so rapidly that I don’t know how 
many there were. 

At this point an adjournment was taken 
until Monday morning at 10 o’clock.

disbelieve that the Mayor could possi- 
bly have said such a_ thing. The 
Herald says that Mr. Workman could 
not so far forget the loyalty due from 
him to his constituents as to make 
such a statement, and that our police 
force isin a most admirable state of 
efficiency. 

The local.Democracy doubtless find 
it very unpleasant to have a man in 
the Mayor’s chair who has the courage 
of his convictions—who is not afraid 
to state unpleasant truths and to do 
his duty, even though he may offend 
the baser element of his party in doing 
so. While he may offend a few, whose 
good-will would be no éompliment, the 
Mayor has made himself a host of 
friends among respectable citizens of 
Los Angeles, irrespective of party, by 
his straightforward and fearless deter- 
mination to rid the city of the gam- 
bling and other evils which now dis- 
grace it. Before leaving for the north, 
the Mayor deciared, in terms which ad- 
mitted of no double meaning, that the 
gambling tables of Los Angeles must 
go.

Humphreys. Orders to this effect 
were given to the Chief of Police, but 
how these orders have been systemat- 
ically ignored it is not necessary to in- 
form readers of THe Tress. 

Our police force may be in a “most 
admirable state of efficiency.”” We do 
not say that it is not. In fact, we 
rather believe that if the force was 
left to carry out the orders of the Po- 
lice Board in regard to gambling, the 
games would have all been closed long 
ere this. An insuperable obstacle 
stands in the way, however. Zealous 
officers find that they do not advance 
their interests by carrying out the or- 
ders of the Police Board to raid games 
wherever they find them. On the con- 
trary, such action meets with marked 
disapproval on the part of their Chief. 
Naturally, therefore, they do nothing. 
They are under the orders of the Chief, 
and if they find that he tells them one 
thing and means another, they will, of 
course, carry out his meaning. 

In thus ignoring the orders of the 
Police Board and standing in with the 
gamblers, the Chief cf Police is, of 
course, not only following his personal 
inclinations—shall we say interests?— 
but is carrying out the behests of the 
**practical-politician”’ wing of the local 
Democracy,who are mostly gamblers by 
courtesy, if not by profession. It is 
evident that there is to be a hard strug- 
gle before our Augean stables can be 
thoroughly cleaned. The gamblers 
will bring all their political influence 
to bear to defeat the efforts of Mayor 
Workman and his colleague in the 
cause of public morality.

A LUOKLESS LIBEL SUIT. 
Brigadier Boyce in the Hole of a 
Barratry Boomer. 

On the 17th of May Ephraim Bush com- 
menced a suit for libel against the Times- 
Mirror Company, laying his damages at 
$20,000, in consequence of a publication 
made in THE Times on the 18th of April, 
involving him and his wayward daughters 
ina manner in which he felt aggrieved. 
He called at this.office, stated his griev- 
ance, and was promised that his side of the 
question should be presented, although 

ne Times had already reprinted a 
anaes article from a San Diego paper, 
giving a friendly and favorable view of 
Bush’s case, with which article he 
had expressed himself pleased. Be- 
fore, however, sufficien opportun- 
ity had -been given to take and 
ee his statement, as promised, Bush 

ell into the hands of persons hostile to Tur 
Times, to wit, H. H. Boyce andjWilliams & 
McKinley, Boyce s attorneys, by allof whom 
he was persuaded to commence suit. These 
attorneys became his counsel and Boyce 
became his bondsman. 

After Bush had been pursued by emissa- 
ries and fallen into the clutches of this 
trio of worthies, he was in hiding for 
weeks—in fact, until a day or two ago, he 
having been advised to keep under cover. 

Bush’s complaint was sworn to on the 
17th of May and published (with flaming 
headlines, and a vicious introduction writ- 
ten by Boyce) in the Los Angeles Tribune 
of the 19th. The time wascunningly cal- 
culated, in the vain hope of influencing 
Boyce’s libel suit against the Times-Mirror 
Company, which was to have come on for 
trial just then—that is, on the 19th of May. 
The trick was smooth, but futile. The 
trickster fell down again. 

Bush, finding that he was on the wrong 
tack,and probably suspecting that he had 
no case that could be made te “stick,” and 
believing, as he says, the object of his ad- 
visers “make a tool” ef him, refused 
to be u by them and declined to go on 
with the prosecution. Having indicated his 
desire to dismiss the case, the matter was 
yesterday brought to a conclusion and the 
case dismissed by stipulation of the attor- 
neys and parties thereto, Bush signing a 
paper acknowledging that he was con- 
vinced that no malice had been intended on 
the part of the responsible parties com- 
plained of, and expressing his satisfaction 
with the settlement. Rejecting the 
bad .advice giveri him by false 
friends, he disclaimed any desire to 
get profit out of the suit, and only sought 

‘vindication.”’

He has rested com- 
fortably all day, except when disturbed by 
an occasional cough.”’

WASHINGTON NOTES. . 


An Appropriation Asked for a Strag- 
gling Band of Indians. 

WASHINGTON, June 2,—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.} The Speaker today laid be- 
fore the House a communication from the 
Secretary of the Interior containing a re- 
quest from the Commissioner of Indian Af- 
fairs that the band of Cree Indians now lo- 
cated at Ft. Assinaboine, Mont., be allowed 
to come tothe Ft. Belknap agency, Mont., 
for settlement. In October, 1885, informa- 
tion was received that these Indians, num- 
bering 187, had crossed the international 
boundary line and were iocated--near the 
Ft, Belknap agency. ‘They had in their 
possession property the character of which 
clearly indicated that they had been en- 
gaged inthe Riel rebellion. Application 
was made to the Department of State for 
their return, but it was not granted. The 
commanding officer in the report urged that 
some disposition be made of these Indians, 
and the Secretary. says he thinks Congres- 
sional action should be taken without de- 
lay toenable the department to deal with 
the problem. He especially suggested that 


_| authority be granted to place these Indians 


on the lands of some of our Indians who 
are willing to receive them, if not to set 
apartasmall reservation for their benefit. 
He recommends ah appropriation of $5000, 
to be used to celieve any destitution which 
may exist among them during the next fis- 
cal year.

It is 
estimated that a total of fifty-one million 
cubic metres remain to be excavated, which, 
estimating on the fastest rate vet reached, 

will require at least four years to finish. 
The total cash expended is $177,910,000, 
‘represented by 551,150,000 in securities. 
The amount necessary to be raised to com- 
plete the canal is estimated at 230,000,000,

Remarkable Growth of the League All Over the 
Country—The Solid Morchants and Heavy 
Manofacturcrs Nastening to Join 
Its Ranks.

SAN Francisco, June 2,—[Special.| F. 
A. Hartshorn, general organizer of the 
American Protective Tariff League, is in 
the city, and has with him a book in which, 


before long, the names of many of the | ° 


most prominent of San Francisco’s manu- 
factures and merchants willbe found. The 
league, which is now growing rapidly in 
strength and numbers through the country, 
is formed on the plan of the English Cob- 
den Club, whose members speak, write and 
spend their money freely in the interests 
of free trade, with a greedy eye constantly 
fixed upon the great and crowing markets 
of the United States. What the Cobden 
Club proposed to do for England by in- 
ducing all other nations, if it can, to allow 
England’s products to drive out their own, 
the American Protective Tariff League 
proposes to do for the United States, by 
preserving the home market for the products 
of American labor, and keeping the stand- 
ard of that labor at the height which has 
made this country the envy of all others. 
The league was; organized soon after the 
Democratic party secured control of the Na- 
tional Government. With the growth of the 
free trade spiritamong those who seek to 
lead the Democratic party, the league more 
than kept paca, and when it became certain 
that the great issues of national politics 
would be protection and free trade, there 
began a rally under the league’s banners 
which is now going on with rapidly increas- 


ing enthusiasm. 


THE HOME MARKET CLUB, 
a local organization under the American 
Protective League, organized in Boston 
only one year'ago, has now a membership 
of over 12, The American Protective 
Tariff League has, or will have, at its head 
1000 defenders of American industry. The 
names to be fourid among the 700 or 800 now 
on the list are those of the most prominent 
in the country, who stand at the head of 
the league and will beto it, as the Cobden 
Ciub is tothe popular free trade onslaught 
of England upon Ameriean industries.

Behind thousands of defenders stand the 
local organizations, of which the State vice- 
presid ents and secretaries are at the head. 
The local combinations look to the interests 
of their particular localities and serve as a 
medium for circulating the literature of the 
league throughout saspactive locali- 
ties. Pamphlets and a weekly paper called 
the Tariff League are published. Any per- 
son may become a member of the league, or 
the auxiliary associations may appoint del- 
egate members to represent them in the 
management. All members and auxiliary 
associations will receive publications of the 
league.
